BEIRUT — Lebanese Army 
troops took control of Beirut on 
Monday, reuniting the capital un- 
der President Elias Hrawi after 15 
years of civil war. 

The troops moved in after more 
than 1.500 Christian gunmen of the 
hard-line Lebanese Forces militia 
quit their last Beirut stronghold. 

The first phase of the plan went 
into effect with the compiction ear- 
lier in the day of the withdrawal of 
all the warring militias from the 
Greater Beirut area, which extends 
along a 24-kilometer (15-mile) 
voastal strip between the Kefb Riv- 
er in the north and the Damour 
River in the south. 

The army started moving in after 
the Lebanese Forces, the 6,000- 
strong militia of Samir Geagea. 
pulled out of the Christian sector of 
the capital to positions in the 
Christian funtertand of Kesrouan 
Province, north of Greater Beirut. 

The last remaining Lebanese 
Forces tronps rumbled out of the
